Interesting from Mexico.

We have received some very interesting 


and highly important intelligence from 
Mexico, fully 'confirming the popular im- 
pression in this country concerning the 
character of the relations existing between 
Louis Xanoleon and his representatives in 
Mexico, Marshal Bazaine on the one hand, 
and the Archduke Maximillian, the pup- 
pet whom he has placed before the world 
as the head of the Mexican " Empire," cm 
the other. Oar informant is a gentleman 
of education and responsibility, fresh front 
the city of Mexico, and thoroughly ac- 
f|Uainted with the state of affairs there: 


It has often been remarked that Maxi- 


millian would be forced to leave- Mexico 
very, soon after the termination of the 
great American rebollion. It is nst gen- 
erally known how near the Archduke be- 
fore the close of hostilities'! in this country, 
was to his departure from this contincmt. 
lie made up his mind to leave voluntarily, 
the immediate cause for his deturmintitjnn' 
being, hot apprehensions of the interven- 
tion of the United States, but becauHC of 
the unpleasant and apparently inextrica- 
ble nature of his difficulties with Marshal 
Bazaine, the French General, who really 
holds, as the prosy of Napoleon, the 
usurped Government in .the Mejieau cap- 
ital, in the hollow of his hand.' 


Gen. Bazaine is the grand treasurer of 


all the revenues of the " Empire," custi-iiiu>, 
dues, taxes, etc., which he collects and 
holds for the benefit of his august master, 
the Emperor of the French,"allowancing 
Maximiilian, in accordance' with orders 
from France.' This custodian of public 
funds does not deal too liberally with the 
Archduke; in fact, for lack of fnnds the 
latter has not been able to pay the troops, 
upon .whom resta all his shadow of author- 
ity, with anything like respectable regu- 
larity. About the middle of last March 
a great deal of discontent was manifested 
by tbs army on account of this unsatisfac- 
tory state of the nay question, the trouble 
not being much short of actual mutiny. 
To the Marshal, then, Maximillian applied 
for the hard cash to satisfy their some- 
what imperative demands. * The "Imperi- 
al'" Government had little to hope for if 
the money should not be forthcoming. But 
Gen. Bazaine refused the supplies prayed 
for. lie agreed to pay over the amount 
required, provided the sanction of Xapo- 
leon was first obtained for such a diaposi- 
. tion of the money in hia hands. To this 


Maximillian responded by a protest that it 
would take at least a month to obtain a 
reply from the French Emperor, and that 
meanwhile the discontent of the troops 
was daily increasing, and -would become 
positively dangerous if finch a delay should 
foe allowed to take place. Marshal Bazaine 
continuing inexorable, Maximillian fin al- 
ly threw up his. Lund, and .prepared to 
leave the country. He ordered the peck- 
ing up of his personal effects, and, we are 
informed, had his carriage ready for the 
beginning of h» hegira, when Bazaine, 
seeing that matters w*r* going too far, 
consented to advance 5*75,000 of the sum 
required, with the understanding that the 
question as to the payment of the balance 
needed should be referred to Xnpoleon for 
hie decision. Accordingly, Maximillian 
returned to his scepter and dominion. 


The Archduchess is a person of more 


resolution and decision of character, and 
exerts .ft very great control over her vacil- 
lating husband. In almost every move- 
mant of importance she has eome share as 
originator or counselor. - She is determin- 
ed to become in reality the Empress of 
Mexico, for she loves power and feels the 
consciousness of being able to wield it. 
To once obtain it is a difficult task, but 
she devotes no mean abilities, with persis- 
tent energy, to secure it.. She has twice 
succeeded in persuading Maximillian to 
remain for one more effort for the estaV 
liehment of his authority, when he had 
given way in despair —once before the oc- 
currence above detailed, and onoe since.

Bataiae, and she- was seen in tears when
